Among flic others were the 
broodmares ' La vet hi. with foal by Chaucer: Stream 
of Love, with loal: O.xelite. with foal, and Night- 
fall. They were as valuable and well selected a 
lot of thoroughbreds as lias ever lieeu shipped from 
this country to Australia. 

The Rend Or line of Stock well is going as well 
as ever in the Argentine, and only Hie other day 
Hie stallion old Man once again showed himself 
to bo a worthy son of his successful sire. Orbit, 
the Grhu Polla' de Pot rattens lvalue to the winner 
$24.s75 i being won by Saliua. the properly of La 
Petite Eetirie. from a dozen others. Saliua is a 
three-year-old by Old Man out of Sardonix. by Ga 
leazzo out of Sardoiue, by Lc Saucy. Old Man him 
self is by Orbit (son of Rend On out Of Moissou- 
neuse. by Dollar (son of The Flying Dutchman). 

Several improvements are contemplated on tli- 
Bath course before race-goers reassemble next May. 
including a good, well made road, some thirty six 
feet wide, whereby vehicles from the city conveying 
passengers will be able to drive right up to the 
stand, instead of for the most part having to set 
down on Hie Itristol road. It is also intended to 
alter the starting posts in the mile and mile and a 
half contests. s>i as to bring Hie scope of the races 
into nearer touch with the occupants of the stands. 

The Astiey Stakes at Lewes was founded thirty 
eight years ago in honor of that enthusiastic ^tMirt' 
men.

Though twenty-four years of 
age. Flanagan can go to scale at ninety-six pounds. 

For the time being at least. K. Hutton finds him 
self in the unaccustomed position of leader of the 
English turf. This is due to the prowess of the re 
markable hand of winning two-year-olds in his nos 
session as the result of excellent judgment and rare 
giMid fortune in haying yearlings last year. If to 
their earnings Lomond should add the St. Lrgcr 
money next week, it will 1 m* hard to dislodge tii’ii 
from his present eminence. However, he is slid 
closely bunched with lsml Derby. W. Raphael an I 
T. Pilkington. and their close struggle for this year's 
premiership is viewed with great interest.

FIVE FAVORITES AND A SECOND CHOICE AC- 
COUNT FOR DOUGLAS PARK CARD. 

Feature Race Reduced to Three Starters and High 
Private Is Returned the Winner — Sun Queen 
the Only Beaten Favorite. 



Louisville, Ky.. September 19. — Form was well 
oliserved this afternoon at Douglas Park. Five 
favorites and a second choice accounted for the 
card. The first choice that failed was Sun Queen, 
which suffered defeat b.v Casey Jones and Impres- 
sion. Ideal renditions contributed to a big attendance 
and an improved track helped to make tlie sport 
interesting. ‘Close and spirited finishes were again 
the rule with tlie winners in doubt almost until tbu 
end. Light fields were the order almost throughout, 
tlie maiden races for two-year-olds being the ex- 
ceptions. GimmI racing luck favored the winners in 
each of these races and helped them to their re- 
spective victories. 

Tin- feature was reduced to three starters by the 
withdrawal of Font, which was excused from start- 
ing. High Private scored impressively i ;i this race 
over Manager Mack. The closing dash, won by 
Console over Dick Baker and Pliant, was attended 
by a run-up. The winner was entered for $400 
and was bid up to $865 aud bought in. 

For disolKMlience at the post in the first race, 
jockeys Griner, Pope and Jalinsen were each sus- 
pended for six days by the starter. 

John Lowe arrived today from Vancouver, R. ('.. 
with the string of racers he trained there during 
the Slimmer for Joseph Schreiber and other owners. 

About twenty-five horses have been secured b.v 
Tony Wallace for shipment to St. Louis to engage 
in the racing there. Among those who will send 
consignments are E. R. Bradley, T. P. Hayes. D. 
Hill, N. B. Davis. Galiaher Bros., and J. IS. Re* 
pcss. The latter will send Volthorpe to start in the 
St. Louis Cup. while Ozana will represent Galiaher 
Bros, in the same race. 

The firing irons have lM>en applied to Mary Emily, 
in Muse Goidblatt’s string, for osseiets. 

The two-year-old colt Autumn, a brother to Win- 
tergreen. owned by J. R. Resposs, lias been gelded. 

Word was received today from Detroit of tlio 
rapid recovery of Jake Marklein, Sr.. \vln> lias r •• 
cently passed through a severe attack of typhoid 
fever. He will return to bis home in Cincinnati 
shortly. 

Tin- erratic Donnu is destined for shipment within 
the Hex i few days to William Gerst's Nashville 
farm, where he will be schooled for jumping. It. is 
tlie general opinion that he will make an ideal 
steeplechaser if iiis temper can he improved. 

Concerning rumors that W. F. Schulte would suc- 
ceed Francis J. Pons as manager of tin* Charleston 
track. Mr. Schulte today made an emphatic denial 
and supplemented the statement by saying: "1 

want tin* report denied in justice to Mr. Pons, who 
is the general manager of the plant and who will 
conduct tlie management of the racing in the event 
tlie track is re opened." Mr. Pons also denied that 
he would be succeeded b.v Mr. Schulte as manager. 
In reference to the published reports that racing 
would iK'gin at the Charleston track on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, Mr. Pons said: “There is absolutely no 

foundation for statements of this sort and it is not 
our intention to open on Thanksgiving Day. There 
has Im'oii no definite policy mapped out as to our 
future plans in regard to racing, except that we 
will not open on Thanksgiving Day.”

INDIANA'S NEW TRACK NEAR COMPLETION. 

Tin* new race track of tlie Mineral Springs Jockey 
Flub, near Porter. Indiana, was a place of active 
endeavors yesterday, with rapid progress visible 
in all details essential to the making and proper 
equipment of a modern race course. The most 
striking feature of the plant is its really remarkable 
natural adaptability to tlie purposes for which it is 
tx'ing shaped. It is a practically level tract of land, 
requiring the minimum of labor to prepare it for 
racing. The soil is an elastic clay so free from 
gravel that there is a standing reward for the dis- 
covery of a single pebble or hit of rock of any de- 
scription. One e.\|>erieiiced in such matters is bound 
to conclude that the new track is to in* a marvel- 
lously fast one as soon as it becomes settled into 
good racing condition. The track projier will bo 
completed inside of ten days. 

The grandstand is rapidly taking shape. A big 
garage for the accommodation of visiting auto- 
mobiles is practically completed, as art* also the 
saddling paddocks. Stables with stalls for 256 
horses are completed and the lumber is on the 
ground for the rapid construction of others. The 
stables are covered with asbestos roofing and are to 
be painted inside with fireproof asbestos paint. 
Generally speaking, the stables are of eight big 
stalls and appear to he models of convenience. 

Those in charge of tlie new plant assert in tie* 
most positive way that rating will begin over tiie 
new coarse Saturday. October 12, aud that the place 
will then 1 m- ready for the reception and entertain- 
ment of its patrons of the future. Of course then* 
will Im? some details of incompletiou. blit only of a 
minor character. It is not pretended that the plant 
will be at its best until next spring, but if will 
serve very well for tlie fifteen days’ meeting set for 
next month. In the long run it will In* a beautiful 
and picturesque track. A big grove of trees outside 
of the first turn is a feature pleasing to the eye. 
and in its midst a big clubhouse is to Im- erected 
next spring. On Hie whole, it is a place that will 
delight owners, especially since it lias a lavish pro- 
vision of the purest water imaginable.
